In 1819 
he was admitted into the South Carolina Conference, and was appointed to 
the Keowee circuit, where he labored with fidelity and success ; after which 
he toiled on divers circuits in the Carolinas and Georgia — always with ac- 
ceptance and profit; If he could not get congregations <5h week days he

would try it onaweek nights. His motto was always, “Do or die.” He nev- 
er counted his life dear to him, so he nfight win Christ.

Jo 
Oct. last he went to Elbert campmeeting, and returned to his own pleasant 
home in Oglethorpe Co., Ga. quite prostrated in bod}qtook his bed, and be- 
fore day the next morning (the 21st of the month) with great ^ealmness and 
heavenly delight he fell Jisleep in Jesus, praising and rejoicing m his great 
Redeemer.

CONSTITUTION OF THE G-A. GONE. TRACT. SOCIETY. 

Article 1. This Society shall be known as “The Tract Society of the 
Georgia Conference.” 

Art. 2. It shall be auxiliary to the Tract Society of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church South, whose purposes it shall promote, by aiding its funds, and 
by colporterage or otherwise circulating the publications which receive its 
sanction. 

Art. 3. Any person may become a member of this Society by the pay- 
ment of one dollar per annum, or a member for life by the payment of ten 
dollars at any one time. Life members shall be entitled to receive Tracts at 
any one time, to the amount of one half the sum paid by them. 

Art. 4. The busineae of the Society shall be conducted by a President, 
Vice-President, Secretary, Treasurer, and twelve Directors — ministers and 
laymen — who shall constitute a Board of Managers, any five of whom shall 
be a quorum. 

Art. 5. The Board shall meet on the afternoon of the first day of the 
session of the Conference, to fix the time and place, and to make other ar- 
rangements for the Annual meeting of the Society. 

Art. 6. At the annual meeting of the Society, the Annual Report of the 
Secretary shall be submitted, also that of the Treasurer, duly certified ; an- 
nual subscriptions shall be renewed, and officers elected for the ensuing year. 

Art. 7. This constitution shall not be altered but by a majority of the So- 
ciety present and voting on the proposed alteration.

REPORT OF BOARD OF MANAGERS GEORGIA CON- 
FERENCE MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 

The following facts in regard to tlie Missionary fields in our Conference are 
presented as deserving the consideration of our Missionary Society. 

1. Savannah City Mission , — This field of Missionary labor is among the 
whites in the less favored portious of Savannah. Passing by the obvious du- 
ty of occupying our cities as great centres of moral power, we may note the 
prosperous state of the work. There are 26 members in the charge, and a 
Sabbath school well officered, and furnished with books, pupils, and teachers. 
This work the Board wish continued. It was served the present year by 
Rev. G. N. McDonell, who says a Mission Church is in contemplation. 

2. Andrew Chapel Mission, Savannah . — This is a long established work 
among the blacks of Savannah, and maintains a good degree of prosperity. 
Served by Rev. J. E. Godfrey, local minister, who reports 366 members, and 
4 preachers, and a good church. 
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3. Scriven Mission, served by Rev. A. J. Dean, is reported prosperous, 
numbering 466 members, 111 under catechetical instruction. 

4. Chatham Mission, was served by Rev. R. J. Harwell. It has 4 ap- 
pointments, 2 of which desire its continuance as it is. It numbers 110 
white, and 20 colored members; raised 8155 V6, for its own support. 

5. Augusta City Mission, served by Rev. J. O. A. Clarke, has abundantly 
prospered. A large and sightly church has been erected by the city liberali- 
ty, and a society organized, consisting of more than 200 members, and sev- 
eral on probation. This will hereafter be a separate and self-sustaining 
charge. A flourishing Sabbath school, with all necessary requisites, is in 
connection with it.

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But the lamentable fact must be told that the Georgia Conference, the lar- 
gest, and probably the richest, in the connection, has not for tv/o years past, 
raised Missionary money enough to supply its home Missions with laborers. 
The Missionary Treasurer has had to pay a deficit of about $700 for the two 
past years to support our Missionaries, and this reproachful fact is likely yet 
again to be seen, unless our Society awake to a sense of the shame which 
attaches to our Conference and people, and by a due estimate of their abun- 
dant means remove the imputations of illiberality and avarice, which are the 
only conceivable reasons of this repeated deficiency. 

The Georgia Conference has never raised over 118,600, and on an average 
only $16,116. For the year just past, $16,972 was used, and nearly an equal 
amount will likely be demanded for the ensuing year, while the collections of 
last year did not meet the sum expended by $70, and the collection for the 
present year is about $16,905, of which so much has already been absorbed 
for past services, that only about $7,500 is left for the ensuing year, making a 
real deficiency of perhaps $8,000 or $10,000 for home work. 

Now, shall this be so hereafter ? Let the several preachers answer next 
Conference, from their various fields of labor. The Board know this state of 
humiliation can be removed, if diligence is used by every preacher in his 
charge. We need not advert to the incentives which urge us forward. The 
poverty and sin and ruin of the black race among us call for philanthropic 
and Christian benevolence ; active and constant efforts in their behalf. Many 
•of our missions, probably most, are to the blacks; these missions are usually 
supplied by young and often inexperienced men, and often altogether from 
the Treasury; while in nearly every case the owners of these slaves should 
meet the incurred expenses. They must be reached or finally this depart- 
ment will be from necessity abandoned. Liberal views must be proposed and 
extended before the multitudes of semi-heathen in our State will have the 
needed Christian culture.

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But the lamentable fact must be told that the Georgia Conference, the lar- 
gest, and probably the richest, in the connection, has not for tv/o years past, 
raised Missionary money enough to supply its home Missions with laborers. 
The Missionary Treasurer has had to pay a deficit of about $700 for the two 
past years to support our Missionaries, and this reproachful fact is likely yet 
again to be seen, unless our Society awake to a sense of the shame which 
attaches to our Conference and people, and by a clue estimate of their abun- 
dant means remove the imputations of illiberality and avarice, which are the 
only conceivable reasons of this repeated deficiency. 

The Georgia Conference has never raised over 8,600, and on an average 
only $16,116. For the year just past, $16,972 was used, and nearly an equal 
amount will likely be demanded for the ensuing year, while the collections of 
last year did not meet the sum expended by $70, and the collection for the 
present year is about $16,905, of which so much has already been absorbed 
for past services, that only about $7,500 is left for the ensuing year, making a 
real deficiency of perhaps $8,000 or $10,000 for homework. 

Now, shall this be so hereafter 1 Let the several preachers answer next 
Conference, from their various fields of labor. The Board know this state of 
humiliation can he removed, if diligence is used by every preacher in his 
charge. We need not advert to the incentives which urge us forward. The 
poverty and sin and ruin of the black race among us call for philanthropic 
and Christian benevolence ; active and constant eflforts in their behalf. Many 
•of our missions, probably most, are to the blacks; these missions are usually 
supplied by young and often inexperienced men, and ofcen altogether from 
the Treasury; while in nearly every case the owners of these slaves should 
meet the incurred expenses. They must be reached or finally this depart- 
ment will be from necessity abandoned. Liberal views must be proposed and 
extended before tbe multitudes of semi-heathen in our State will have the 
needed Christian culture. They need preaching, catechising, pastoral over- 
sight, and special moral teaching, to ensure their spiritual elevation.

Resolved, That hereafter the Treasurer be authorized to grant $10 worth 
of books to any nev/ Sunday School, in a destitute neighborhood, any three 
of whose teachers shall pledge themselves to keep it up, without suspension 
during the winter months, for jfive successive years.

At the recommendation of the Board of Managers of the Sun- 
day School Society, the following resolutions were adopted. 

Resolved, That a collection be taken up on all the Stations and Circuits 
in the month of March, or before, for Sunday School purposes in the Geor- 
gia Conference, to be remitted to the Treasurer of the Sunday School Socie- 
ty, J. Blakely Smith. 

Resolved, That we constitute this Society auxiliary to the the Suuday School 
Society cf the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, established by the last 
General Conference ; and that we transmit to the Parent Society one fifth of 
our general collections.

The following is presented as a substitute for the Anniversary report of 
Rev. J. M. Bonuell, whose transfer to another Conference has not only disap- 
pointed us greatly on this occasion, but has bereaved our Sunday school So- 
ciety of one of its most zealous and efficient advocates. May the Great 
Head of Ihe Church vouchsafe to him returning health and a long life of 
usefulness and honor. 

In the prosecution of a moral and religious enterprise we should consider 
well the means of its accomplishment within our reach ; nor should wo per- 
mit a partial achievement to beguile us from a full and faithful apprehension 
i of our responsibility ; nor should we contemplate it too much through the

medium of other duties, lest wo unfortunately permit the one to supplant the 
other, when, indeed, both may be equally imperative and equally important. 
These reflections may be ajipropriately applied to .the present position of the 
Sabbath school cause in our midst. None will for a moment doubt that it is 
intimately and eminently interwoven with the best interests of the Church. 
The effort already made for its advancement is a full endorsement of all its 
claims — the highest sanction of its usefulness and importance. As we can- 
not believe that this cause has depreciated in our estimation, we are constrain- 
ed to think that the partial and only [>artial success attained, indicates either 
that we are ignorant of our own facilities to p.-csecute the work more exten- 
sively, or that we have permitted other interestc to supervene and supplant 
this duty. For who does net desire *o see the Sunday school everywhere the 
nursery of the Church and its altars reared in every sanctuary ? Who does 
not believe that the promise is tc our children, and desire to see them train- 
ed for union and usefulness in the Church. Yet with this desire glowing in 
every heart, how little have we done for its realization. Indeed, how little do 
we know of our own resources for this work ! 

It is true we read in the Conference Statistics* that there are 436 Sunday 
schools in our Conference, many of which, however, are only in operation 
during the summer months ; but, forget that there are 1000 Methodist 
churches in Georgia; that there are 2,750 enlisted as officers and teachers in 
these schools, but it is from a church-membership of more than 60,000 ; that 
there ate 16,590 scholars, but they are furnished to us from an aggregate 
congregation of 150,000; and that, as a Church, owning property in the 
State to the value of $393,943, which is certainly an index of private wealth, 
we contribute only $2,194 23 for Sunday school purposes. With these re- 
aources in numbers, influence and wealth, why have wa failed, and so signally 
failed, to command them with that energy and success which an interest so 
vast and eternal demands at our hands ? It becomes us as faithful Stewards 
of the manifold grace of God to enquire diligently into the reason. Does it 
proceed from dereliction on our part as pastors of the fold ; or is there any- 
thing in our system of operations intervening or inconsistent with a more 
zealous devotion to this work ? No doubt the reason is in some measure 
blended with both. 

Many circumstances connected with the itinerancy preclude that attention 
to the Sunday school which may be given to it by a more settled pastorate. 
Among these, is the fact that we cannot devote our personal superintendence 
to it in every society, preaching as we do at so many churches in the work. 
Yet, no doubt, we may do much to inspire others to undertake and sustain 
this work in our absence — and the question appeals with emphasis to our 
consciences — have we, as ministers, done all that we could to urge others 
into the field of usefulness ? Is it not true that man is characterized more 
by zeal in action, than by patience in labor? This is not an accidental cir- 
cumstance, personal and temporary. It is the spirit of Methodism, and per- 
vades all we do or plan. Hence no system or organization, however perfect, 
or sure and permanent in blessing, may command our zeal unless it works 
effects immediately visible — instantaneous and electric results. We scheme 
and work, not for the future weal of the church, the perpetuity of her iostl-

We, the Committee on Education, beg leave to submit the following as our 
report : 

We find, directly or remotely, under the patronage of the Georgia Confer- 
ence, the following institutions, viz : ^ ° 

Emory College is the first born and cherished son of the Georgia Confer- 
ence, which, after a long struggle, now stands financially unembarrassed, with 
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ntnple buildings, and officered by a highly efficient faculty. It is well pat- 
ronized, being in favor with men, and owned of God by a gracious revival of 
religion during the past year. Graduates from this Institution are scattered 
throughout this and the surrounding States, tilling many of the highest posts 
of honor and profit within the gift of the people. They stand in their places 
like pillars of strength, supporting the great and yet rising temple of our civil 
and religious hopes. The only thing we need to its full measure of useful- 
ness, is a liberal endowment that would greatly increase its facilities for edu- 
cating poor, yet deserving young men through all coming time. We com- 
mend the endowment of Emory College to the prayerful consideration of our 
wealthy brethren and friends who wish to do good, with the substance God 
has blessed them with in this life. Endow Emory by your gifts or bequests 
and let her send out a never ending succession of these young men, who will 
be living, burning monuments to your memory — more lasting than marble, 
and more glorious than triumphal arches. 

Oollinsworth Institute is doing a good work in the cause of Education, and 
is growing in confidence and patronage under the supervision of the Rev. H. 
H. McQueen. 

Cherokee Wesleyan Institute is located at Cave Spring, was unfortunate in 
the outset, but being situated in a rich and growing country, its past misfor- 
tunes are but the back ground on which hope paints a brighter future. We 
trust that, small as the beginning is, like the spring among the hills where it 
is located, it may soon become a noble torrent, watering the rich valleys of 
Cherokee with the pure streams of sanctified literature, and contributing large- 
ly to tlie prosperity of our beloved Emory. 

The Wesleyan Female College is the oldest daughter of the Georgia Con- 
ference, and has ripened into maturity, appearing fully before the world, deck- 
ed with all the virtues and graces becoming her high position. Her pupils have 
gone forth and are diffused through the various ranks of society, shedding 
every where a cheerful light in our, social and moral firmament. She is now 
unencumbered by debt, has an able and faithful faculty, and a large and ex- 
tensive patronage, numbering the past year 170 pupils. God graciously 
manifested his approbation by the conversion this year of 40 young ladies, 
who will return to bless and illumine their homes, not only accomplished as 
scholars, but having the highest finish of which character is susceptible, a 
baptism of the Holy Ghost from on high. 

Madison Female College is reported to be on a sound financial basis, being 
entirely out of debt, with a worthy and able faculty, and is still receiving the 
public favor and patronage which it has always so deservedly enjoyed, its pu- 
pils numbering 120 during the past year. The smile of God still rests upon 
it in the pouring out of his Spirit upon it, and the conversion of 26 of the pu- 
pils during the past year. 

Griffin Female College is reported to be in a prosperous condition in all the 
departments, and well deserving of the high favor and patronage it receives 
at the hands of the public. 

Cassville Female College is also reported to be on a safe financial basis, and 
is doing her work faithfully, and to the satisfaction of her friends. Long may 
the radiance of this northern light be shed in healthful beams on the growing 
population of upper Georgia. 

Andrew Female College, the last and youngest of the family, is located at 
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Culbbert, in South-Tfestern Georgia. We regret to learn that this instilu- 
tioii is financially embarrassed, but we hope that the friends of Education 
and Methodism will come to the rescue afid sustain this young institution, as 
it is situated in the heart of a large and interesting portion of Georgia that 
is rapidly developing in population, wealth and religious importance. While 
we as a Conference cannot adopt it so far as to assume any responsibility in. 
consequence of its embarrassment, yet we recommend the appointments by 
the Bishop of those officers for which it has petitioned. 

Having made the foregoing summary of facts in connection with the histo- 
ry and present condition of the several Colleges under the fostering care of 
the Conference, the Committee beg leave to present a few general reflections 
growing out of the above mentioned facts in their bearing upon the hopes 
and destinies of the church. The eminent position which has been reached, 
by the Georgia Conference, as a patron of sanctified learning while it must 
be gratifying to the churches, furnishes an occasion for devout thankfulness 
to God who has blessed our people with the means and the mind for such 
distinguished usefulness. Without arrogance, we may venture to suggest 
that, with the ordinary appliances of education underlying the active aggres- 
sive system of Methodist Itinerancy, we ought to be by far the most elficient 
of all the Christian Churches. We make this suggestion as pertaining mere- 
ly to the following propositions : That, in proportion as the providence of 
God has placed us in a position of permanent usefulness, so has he multiplied 
our obligations above all others to labor unceasingly in developing our re- 
sources, and in employing all the facilities within our reach for promoting the 
great object of Christian Education. 

The multiplication of Schools and Colleges, under the patronage of the 
Church has been regarded with some apprehension by many of the people^ 
We think this apprehension altogether groundless. The numbers are con- 
stantly growing, and at the same time the patronage of all is steadily increas- 
ing. The truth is, that our Schools re act favorably upon each other. Each 
one sends out the light which is to discover and develop new materials to be 
divided between itself and its neighbors. ' 'therefore there is no ground for 
jealousy. They are competitors it is true, but great auxiliaries to each other. 
The more the number is multiplied the more abundantly will- be the pros- 
perity of all, so long as there is material, which has not been brought out and 
engrossed. 

We would suggest furthermora that all the members of the Georgia Con- 
ference ought to feel that they are charged with a special commis.sion to la- 
bor for the prosperity of our educational interests. This call, is a call to do 
good of the most vital importance to the church and the world, not simply 
to preach but to do all possible good and by every possible means. They 
should consider themselves as general agents for our schools, appointed ^ 
God in virtue of their ministerial office. If they could feel this conviction: 
fully and act upon it wherever they go, our institutions would all be amply 
sustained, and thair sumber greatly multiplied. Under the prevalent influ- 
ences of sanctified learning the wealth and energy of the church, would like- 
wise be sanctified and consecrated to God, and “ the knowledge of the glory 
of the Lord would soon cover the earth as the waters cover the sea.” 

In conclusion, the Committee recommend for adoption the following reso*^ 
lutions : 
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Resoloed 1, That the (ieorgia Conference bold that the subject of Christian 
Education is matter of deep ini])ortance to the church and country, but little 
inferior to the direct influence of the gos])cl. 

Resolved 2, That we review with profound gratitude to God, the high posi- 
th>n which the Conference has attained in the ado[)tion of the measures for 
carrying on this great department of our work, and we bind ourselves to 
consecrate to this service all the agencies u rider our control which attect the 
well being of society. 

Resolved 3, That we earnestly recommend to the members and friends of 
the Methodist E. Church the support by pecuniary contributions, lil)eral j>at- 
ronage and earnest prayers, of the various literai’y Institutions now in opera- 
tion under our fostering care, believing that the wants of our children, the 
best interests of society, and the necessities of the church, ask this and noth- 
ing less than this, as the full measure of our duty.

The second change contemplates that after the 1st June 1855, all Agents, 
whether traveling or local preachers, be charged Si 25 for their paper, if paid 
in advance, and be allowed a commission of 12^ per cent on all collections 
from new and old subscribers. Your Committee regard this a judicious and 
protitable change, placing all Agents upon an equal basis and giving advan- 
tages, both in reduction of the price, and in raising the commissions. 

The Committee take pleasure in bearing a most unqualified testimony to 
the energy and ability which characterizes the Editor. The increase of sub- 
scribers, the rapid collection of arrearages, and the universal acceptability of 
the paper, attest these facts. 

In tine, your Committee would embody their views in the following reso- 
lutions ;

LETTER FROM THE LAY MEMBERS OF THE FINANCE 

BOARD. 



The lay members of the Board of Finance for the Georgia Conference, at 
this, their first meeting, feel much embarrassment in their want of qualiHca- 
tion, to do all which the claims of their appointments demand. In»pres8ed» 
however, with the goodness of their cause, and the pressing necessity of the 
claims for which they seek to provide, we are resolved to try. Time and ex- 
perience, with the blessing of God upon our efforts, cannot fail to bring about 
results more ])ropitious, than those which have attfended the unsystematized 
efforts heretofore made, in behalf of the superannuated, or worn out preach- 
ers, their widows and orj)hans. The church, as a w’hole, has been made to 
understand but little of those elaims ; and needs to be taught, that it is a 
debt of high obligation, which must be provided for and discharged. Im- 
pressed with the injportance of these trutlis, the Conference has taken a step 
in the right direction, and will have accomplished much by securing the ac- 
tive, hearty co-operation of laymen, in each District of the Conference. We 
need a s}’steraatized plan, by which the claims shall be presented, and the 
burthens distributed and equalized. At present, with the little time allowed 
for consultation and reflection, we are not prepared to submit a better, than 
than that already adopted by the Conference, and shall not do more than urge 
its faithful execution. While impressed with the importance of providing 
some permanent, unfailing resource, upon which we could rely, some revenue 
which should be forthcoming, though drought prevail, crops be short, or pri- 
ces low, w'e have been gratified to learn, that the Conference has an organ- 
ized Society for the aid of preachers. Methodists should have learned not to 
despise the day of small things. We think this little and unknown Society 
may be the nucleus, around which we may rally, and in the enlargement and 
development which time and experience may suggest, may prove the very 
organization which w'e need. Though but a rill now', it may swell into a 
stream, which may bear upon its bosom all these necessitous cases, providing 
a home for the old soldier of the Cross in his declining years, and for the 
wants of his widow and orphan children, when God shall have taken him 
home to his reward.

There is a resolution on the Journals, requiring a collection ta 
be taken up for the Bible Society in every congregation.
